A STIRRING ADDRESS. 


Unite for Action All Believers in the 


Restoration of Silver. 


Dr. J. J. Mott, Chairman of the Na- 


tional Silver party, in an address to the 
friends of the white metal, says:

The secret of suc- 
cess in this conflict consists in the lin- 
ing up for battle. Those who comprise 
the line must be friends, striking the 
same blow for the same object. This 
breaks party lines, and party lines 
once broken silver will be free."

follows: 


" Our purpose is to unite for action 


all believers in the restoration of free 
silver and prosperity. This cannot bo 
accomplished by inaction or delay on 
the part of our friends.

Why 
should the lover of good roast beef aud 
large, inviting armchairs have to wan- 
der hopelessly about a room set with the 
straight, harp backed chairs of colonial 
days, when repose was frowned upon 
and roast beef was none too plenty? 


After all one mnst live more or less 


at home, even if one has money in 
abundance. And why should homo bo a 
enccession of rooms furnished after n; 
f-ls set by other lands and other tiiui 
Who really enjoys living in a house 
that is merely a large object Ics »u in 
Roman, Moorish, Japanese and Egyptian 
architecture and furniture? A house 
holder ouprht to be more, thun a e.r.mtoj 
of a musrr.ni. — New York Journal.
